Careful Summing t |> of the Aberdeew- 
Angiis Oooil Qualities 

The Aberdeen Polls posaera character- 
istic shajieK. The Short horn and Herv- 
ford are Isith gotsl tyjs-s of what may be 
regarded ns the purnllelogramic form 
while tho Abenleeu Poll is probably the 
most perfect type of iliecylin<lrical form 
that is in existence. This means a great 
deal, ft Implies that there hIikII be at 
least fair length of l»sly. with tine spring 
of riiw. ami the absence of those promt 
lienees and abrupt angles which mar the 
utility of some otherwise good speci- 
mens of tlie other breeds t'oni|inred 
with the Shorthorns they are scarcely so 
large, are lower set. somewhat thicker 
less (siinty und more smooth, although 
of coarse there are individual exceptions 

The average h|H'<-imens of this breed 
are remarkable for their retention of 
symmetry of form, even when they are 
being loaded with fat. They seldom 
evince that disposition to patchiness 
which mars the i»j>i>earance of individ- 
uals of some of the other breeds and 
rentiers the carcass much less valuable 
The jiossession of this useful property 
would go far of itself to establish the 
fact that the Aberdeen Polls are good 
stall feeders. Of this we have con- 
firmatory evidence in the prizes they 
hare won on both sides of the Atlantic 
at the leading fat stock shows^ Tbrir 
excellent stall feeding qualities, linked 
with the fact that they are hornless 
should lie well weighed by the fanners 
of this province in those days when the 
legislature finds it necessary to appoint 
a commission to investigate the question 
of dehorning 

Tliis breed is distingnished for the 
production of a good carcass of beef. It 
is good liecanse generally speaking the 
dead weight of dressed meat is large in 
proportion u> the live weight, the meat 
itself is of an excellent ipiaiity. evi- 
denced by its ready sale iu the leading 
British markets. It is said to be mar- 
tiled or fit i»ed in a greater degree than 
thut of some breeds. But this is a mat- 
ter which is to some extent controlled 
hy the fee-dug. although heredity does 
influence the character of meat in this 
resjtect us veil as in regard to quantity. 

The prepotency of the Aberdeen Poll 
is well established, although its claune 
in this r< t stand uo higher those of 
the Shorthorn, the Hereford and the 
Galloway. But this strong power of 
trnnsmissi >11 renders it a potent factor 
in effecting improvement in common 
stocks, since the qualities that are thus 
imparted — ith much uniformity are 
those of a high order. It has repeatedly 
beeu demonstrated that the Aberdeen 
Poll crosses admirably with the Short- 
horn and the Shorthorn grade, and that 
the converse of this is true, viz., that the 
Shorthorn blends admirably with the 
Aberdeen Poll and the Aberdeen Poll 
grade. The important feature here is 
their ability to blend so admirably wntb 
the Shorthorn grade, for the common 
st- ■* of this country have been much 
improved by Shorthorn blood. By using 
Aberdeen-Angus bulls our farmers can 
get good steers for shipping — smooth of 
carcass und without horns. 

In regard to robustness of constitu- 
tion. to longevity and to ability to adapt 
themselves to change of climate, they 
stand well, quite as well as the Short- 
horns and Herefords, but do not decid- 
edly excel them in these respects, unless 
when the latter have l»een impaired in 
constitution by long continued in-and- 
in breeding. This sin is perhaps not 
chargeable to the same extent upon the 
breeders of Aberdeen Polls as upon the 
breeders of Shorthorns. The grazing 
qualities of the Aberdeen Polls are qnite 
equal to those of the Shorthorns, but 
not superior, while they are inferior in 
some degree to those of the Herefords. 
O 11 the other hand, they are probably 
superior to the Herefords as stall feed- 
ers und quite equal to the Shorthorns. 
The possession of this property implies 
that they are distingnished hy docility 
of disposition. 

Their milking qualities are not of a 
high order, although the quality of the 
milk is excellent. They have been 
reared as !>eef producers, the calves 
sucking their own dums, which is always 
in time fatal to the retention of superior 
milking qualities. 

To recapitulate, the qualities which 
specially distinguish this beefing breed 
are rotundity, density und smoothness 
of carcass, the ubility to behave well in 
the stall when alive and to give a large 
(lerccntage of excellent meat when dead. 
—Professor Thomas Shaw, of Ontario 
Agricultural Experiment Statiou.

In live stock raising one great lack 
has been that of attention to small de- 
tails of cost. The old time farmer, with 
plenty of land and plenty of feed, sel- 
dom troubled himself to keep account 
of the cost of anything tn the rearing 
of animals or the production of crop#. 
Nine out of every ton merchants in busi- 
ness would be bankrupted in a few 
ytiars' time if they took no more account 
of profit and loss than the average form- 
er and sti>ck raiser does even now 
The conditions of living have become so 
mneh harder everywhere that the farm- 
er must inaugurate the strictest busi- 
ness methods in his operations or get 
left. He should count the cost, taking 
in every item, of raising every animal 
that he sells, every acre of crop that he 
produces — yes, every pound of butter 
and choose that is made ou his farm. 
Only thus can he tell what is and what 
is not profitable to produce. He most 
consider his nearness to market and 
what kind of stock is at once beet 
adapted to his laud aud his market. 
Sometimes he can make a lucky strike 
and create a market for some new prod- 
uct Then his fortune is made.

Forty-eight years ago he det *r:nined 
t ■ .uar-y, and on a visit to Amii-irst, 
Mass., he met a young and brilliant 
woman, a member of one of the vil- 
lage's most respected families. To his 
wife Mr. Dillon owed a great part of his 
su-'cess. She did not come to him with 
any lerge dowry, but brought him a 
wife's love and encouragement. 

Their relations throughout their 
wedded life were of the most beautiful 
character, and the heaviest Iona which 
Mr. Dillon ever sustained was in Decem- 
ber, 1 *.'%!. when he buried her who had 
been his life’s best companion and 
friend. 

When quite a young man Mr. Dillon 
came to New York city. He still devo- 
ted his attention to carrying out rail- 
road contracts. It can safely be said 
thut few men in the country have un- 
dertaken larger contra* ts. It was he 
v. ho built the Fourth avenue improve- 
ment tunnel from the (irauii Central 
d- p t to Harlem, New York city. This 
cut rprise was completed at a cost of 
f7,OTl.OOO. 

V> hen the Union Pa •ifle railroad was 
contemplated, thirty years ago, he gave 
the greater part of his time to the per- 
s >nal superintendence of the work. He 
went on to Omaha and was continually 
traveling between that city a:;.l Ogdcu. 

At the small village of IhNunont try, 
seventy-five miles west of Ogden, Mr. 
Dillon in It It) assisted in laying the last 
rail of the road. From its incipieney 
he has boon permanently connected 
w ith the r >ad. When Dora ■ F. Clark 
died i:i lt74 Mr. Dillon was unanimous- 
ly elected tho executive chief of the 
road he was Instrumental in building 
and held this position for the ensuing 
ten years. Mr. Dillon was. during the 
greater portion of his career, closely 
identified with .lay Gould, und when 
the latter obtained his memorable vic- 
t >rv in the Union Pocifl-.- fight, two 
yeiTSHgo, he at once made Mr. Dillon 
the president «f the road. Mr. Dillon's 
wealth eight years ago was estimated 
ut f “>.003,000 and it has increased with 
great rapidity since that date.

The “8atn|>soD” throws up about 1,500,- 
000 gallons daily of hot but perfectly 
pure and crystalline water, at a temper 
aturc of 103°— which is the highest tem- 
perature of any artesian water yet dis 
covered — with a pressure of 80 pounds 
to the inch. It will rise in the stand 
pipe to the height of 120 feet from the 
ground. The Bnpply appears to he in- 
exhaustible, no diminaition of prtssnre 
having so far been felt at the other 
wells.
